‘TIMBER INDUSTRY 
SCHEME OF DEVELOPMENT 
a OUTLINED . 


MALAYA'S FORESTS 


“Mr, H, T, -M. Kent, Controller of 
Timber Supplies, Kuala Lumpur, in 
the course. of. his. annual. report on 
the timber, branch’ of the: Forest De- 
partment, F.M.S., mentions that the 
Timber Indusries Commitiee continu- 
ed to sit- during: 1928, He says. that 
on Janhary 19 they reported that 
they were convinced that existing 
practices in connection with the ex- 
ploitation of onr forests, and in con- 
version and utilisation: of-our timber 
were most unsatisfactory, and that, 
realising the great potential wealth 
of the forests, they thought no stone 
should be . left unturned to convert 
the potential into actual wealth. 

They recommended that a sum of 
$500,000 should: be earmarked- to 
constitute a first stage in the ultim- 
ate development of a properly ex- 
ploited forest at Palong, where im- 
would not only be 
practised, but publicly demonstrated, 
They considered that the short log- 
ging railway, for which funds had 
previously been allotted, should be 
exended, that a band saw-mill (with 
power house and storage grounds) be 
erected, a commercial wood preserva- 
tion plant be- installed and adequate 
quarters provided for the necessary 
staff. one 

Their recommendations received the 
approval of the Finance Committee, 
but were later referred back to as- 
certain their views as to’ the desir- 
ability. of postponing expenditure 
until the financial stringency caused 
by the fall in the ‘price of rubber 
became less acute, The Committee 
in reply gave reasons why the deve- 
lopment of the forests should be. pro- 
ceeded with notwithstanding the 
slump, and as a result of their re- 
commendations approval was given 
to the scheme. Further delay. was, 
however, caused by a misunderstand- 
ing as. regards estimates, and funds 
were not. finally allocated until 
November. These delays upset all 
progress plans which had been made 
for development, -and increased 
labour and overhead charges un- 
duly. i 
The Development Scheme 


In order to prevent misunderstand- 
ing, Mr. Kent says, it may be as 
well to state briefly here the lines 


“lon: which it is proposed to develop 


in an endeavour to improve existing 
practices in exploitation, conversion 
and utilisation. With the equipment 
on hand, supplemented where neces- 
sary, it. is proposed to fell and buck 
by “modern methods many more 
species of trees than are. at .present 
generally used,- and to extract the 
logs to a legging ‘railway and trans- 
port them to a log dump.  Co-inci- 
dent with extraction, consideration 
will have to be given to. silvicultural 
requirements, and. the logging 
meth: tentatively decided upon 
may have to be modified later so as 
to ensure reproduction on -.the area 
legged over. Conversion will take 
place in a small experimental mill 
built: on modern lines and a season- 
ing. procedure will have to be evolv- 
ed. which, -with the least. expenditure, 
will enable the converted timber, to 
be dried with 2 minimum. of de- 
grade. As keruing and kempas have 
proved, at the ‘Timber Research 
Laboratories, to. be susceptible to 
preservative treatment with creosote, 
and. as one of the main objects is 
to find timbers which oceur in snffi- 


cient quantity and are capable of re-| 


placing the scarce-and valuable .tim- 
bers now. used for sleepers: so as to 
render the country .self-supporting in 
this respect, considerable . attention 
will be devoted to the production of 
keruing’ and kempas’. sleepers. there- 
by ensuring a market for a consider- 
able. proportion of the output of. the 
mill. In order .to-render the’ sleep- 
ers durable a wood preservation plant- 
of the smallest: economie size, a size 
which of. necessity is largely. in ex- 
cess. of the capacity of the mill, will 
be ‘erected. In addition rail connec- 
tion from the -mill site te the Feder- 
ated Malay. States Railways, office 
accommodation, stores, quarters «for 
the staff, etc.,.are provided: for.

change ‘is being: effected more slow- 
iy than oppeared likely a few years 
ago. In the Kinta district several 
tin dredging’ cympanies’ have de- 
finitely decided in favour of wood 
fuel. .The reason for this no doubt 
is .that permanent supplies. of. fire- 
wood are in certain localities assur- 
ed owing to the proximity of forest 
reserves. The adoption of oil fuel 
puts the consumer at the merey of 
the oil companies. He also has to 
take the risk of. breakdowns in 
transport by. sea and land: and of 
labour troubles. re 

There was a. reduction of 4,000 
tons under the head of. chereoal, 
which is to be regretted. The use 
of: charcoal. is to, be encouraged, as 
it. provides a ‘market: for: tne second 
class timber, which. it is. desired to 
remove from forest reserves in re- 
generation and. improvement felling 
operations. Unfortunately the cost 
of manufacture is high, and a good 
deal of charcoal is imported. 


SUGAR CONFERENCE 


EFFORTS. TO -INDUCE JAVA 
TO JOIN 
: - Amsterdam, July’ 3. 

The International Sugar Conference 
now sitting in Brussels includes repre- 
sentatives of .Czecho-Slovakia; Poland, 
Roumania, Belgium, Hungary and 
Cuba. An agreement. between the 
European and the Cuban producers has 
been arrived at in principle... At pre- 
sent the matter of an export. quota is 
being discussed. = : 

‘The total annual exports of the coun- 
tries represented in the 
amount to 5,500,000 tons, of which 
Cuban exports: account for more-than 
4,000,000 tons.

Reviewing the economic and indus- 
trial situation in Italy during 1928, 
Mr. E. C. Donaldson Rawlins, Com- 
mercial Counsellor, and Mr. H..C. A. 
Carpenter, Ph.D... (Bonn), Commercial 
Seeretary .to the. British Embassy, 
Rome, in their report to the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, say (inter 
alia) :— Bee en he : 

The movement of shipping was very 
active throughout the year, and both 
the totals of passengers carried as well 
as‘of goods handled showed a consider- 
able increase over the previous year. 
Conditions in the ports as regards 
order and discipline continued excel- 
lent; ail the labour offices in the prin- 
cipal ports, which had been organised 
in 1926, worked without a hitch, and 
similar offices have been ‘established 
in the smaller ports. ~ . : 

One must. put frankly on record that 
trade statistics for 1298 do not appear 
quite so, satisfactory as those for 
1927, Whilst imports have increase. 
by’ some 8 per cent. -over 
1927, exports havé decreased by 
some 7 per cent, and thus 
the passive trade balance - have 
been increased by 2% million of lire.. 
As to British trade with Italy, it can 
be stated briefly- that we appear to 
be again slowly forging ahead. Con- 
sidered in goki values our exports to 
Italy have increased considerably over 
1926, slightly over 1927, ‘and still well 
behind the boom year of 1925.

METHOD IN PAYMENT OF 
TAXES 


Canton, Yesterday. ° 
1t will be remembered. that at the 
time of the recent trouble with Kwang- 
si, the Gentral Bank notes depreciated 
to such an extent that the Govern- 
ment had to pass a regulation com- 
pelling the payment of all taxes in the 
ratio of 80 per cent, in coins and 40 
per cent in notes, the basis of. the- 
taxes being 126 per cent. in order to 
keep up the value of the notes. The 
notes are now approaching par, but 
the Government has not yel repeal 
the arrangement, alihough it promised 
to do so by August J; and failure to 
do so has caused no- little anxiety to 
the money market. 

In an interview, Mr. Fan Ki-ma 
(Finance Commissioner) is reported to 
have stated that owing to a change in 
the financial plan the Government has 
not seen its way to cancel the arrange- 
ment of tax payment of 86 per cent. in 
eoins and 40 per cent. in notes, bud 
that as soon as the notes have all been 
redeerned it will announce its repeal on 
or about. September 1.- 

Canton-Samshui Railway 

As from August 7 the Canton-Sam- 
shui Railway ceased to exist as a 
separate institution, being merged into 

* the Canton-Hankew Railway (Kwang- 
tung section), to which all dacuments 

. and files weré. formally handed over. 
Out of 167 employees, only 60 were re- 
tained, the rest being dismissed. 

Asked by a Press representative as 
to what departmental changes would be 
made, Director Chan Yien-mei replied 
that of the six departments, namely, 
the General Affairs, the Accounts, the 
Locomotive, the Works, the Transport, 
and the Police, the first two named will 
be done away with, while the rest will 
be known as sections ‘instead of de- 
partments. 

Silver Bullion 

Although much mention has been made 
recently ‘that the Central Government 
has been sending silver bullion for the 
Canton Mint to maintain the credit of 
the local Central Bank, very few have 
learned or seen its arrival. 

This morning, however, a number of 
people witnessed the transference of a 
large quantity of bullion in sealed boxes 
from ‘the ‘Hong Kong, Canton and 
Macao Steamboat Co.’s wharf to three 
motor-lorries closély guarded by sol- 
diers which, after being fully loaded, 
went towards east in the direction of 
the Mint.

IS A WOMAN A “PERSON”? 

For addressing her as -“a 
woman,” Mr. Bob: Sawyer drew 
upon himself the ‘hysterical re- 
proaches of his-landlady -in ‘the 
Borough. There are five women in 
Western Canada, however, who are 
so détermined- that members of 
their sex shall, for” constitutional 
purposes, be. described not as 
“women,” but. as “persons,” ' that 
they are bringing an appeal upon 
the matter to. the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council in London. 

-The question to be determined is 
whether, under the British North 
America Act, women are entitled to 
be considered as. “persons” who are 
qualified to sit in the Canadian

" ‘THE TOTALISATOR - 


[By P. Leo Faulkner] 

Preceded by a cleverly contrived 
notice, widely advertiged and cir- 
culated, the totalisator on July 2 
began its official career at Newmar- 
ket and Carlisle. ‘The Racecourse 
‘Betting Control Board concluded 
their advertisement with the fol- 
lowing. declaration: 


“The attention of all racegoers 
is drawn to the fact that by using 
the ‘Totalisator for their bets 
they will be benefiting Charities, 
Horse-Breeding and the Sport of 
Horse. Racing, as the surplus 
funds derived from the operation 
of the Totaliaator will be devoted 
by the Board entirely to these 
objects.” 

Moré than £14,000 was deflected 
from the wallets of the bookmakers 
at Newmarket and Carlisle by the 
new betting machines. In ordinary 
circumstances. this money would 
surely have been invested with the 
knights of the pencil. 

At Newmarket there was little: 
fault to find with the “tote” ar- 
rangements, but at Carlisle the 
working could hardly be described 
as satisfactory. At times the in- 
dicator refused to function proper- 
ly, and this failure necessitated the 
dividends being chalked on a black- 
board. Nevertheless, the
